Per- 
haps some have not accomplished so much as others by failing to ob- 
tain the respect and confidence of their pupils, and some by failing 
to maintain good order. But oftener the cause has been with par- 
ents who are ever ready to censure the acts of a teacher in the pres- 
ence of a child, before learning the facts of the case, which is often 
_ & great injury to schools. Good satisfaction has been given by most 

ot the teachers during the past. year, and it is with feelings of pleas- 
ure that your committee reports the schools in so prosperous a con- 
dition, and I hope thatvall will endeavor to increase this interest in 
behalf of the education of the rising generation, and Worik on, hop- 
ing for Peeper prospects in the future.
